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CLERK: 25 ayes, 1 nay on adoption of the Koch amendment,
Mr. President.

SENATOR CLARK:' The amendment is adopted. The next motion.

CLERK: Mr. President, I don’t believe I have anything
further on the bill.

SENATOR CLARK: Senator Koch.

SENATOR KOCH: Mr. Chairman, I move that LB 318 as amended be
advanced to E & R Initial.

SENATOR CLARK: You heard the motion, is there any discussion?
All those in favor of moving the bill to E & R vote aye, 
opposed nay.

CLERK: Senator Clark voting aye.

SENATOR CLARK: Have you all voted on advancing the bill?
This is the last bill we are taking. Record the vote.

CLERK: 26 ayes, 0 nays on a motion to advance the bill,
Mr. President.

SENATOR CLARK: The motion carried. The bill is advanced.
Senator Sieck, we have got to read a few things in and then 
would you adjourn us until nine o ’clock tomorrow morning.

CLERK: Mr. President, Senator Koch had amendments to
318 that he would like to withdraw.

Senator Maresh offers notice of hearing on the State Labor 
Contracts for next Wednesday at one o ’clock. LB 118.

Mr. President, Senator Sieck has amendments to 411 he would 
like to print in the Journal; and Senator Lamb amendments 
to 448 he would like printed in the Journal, and that is 
all that I have.

SENATOR CLARK: Senator Sieck.

SENATOR SIECK: Mr. President and members of the body, I move
that we adjourn until nine o ’clock tomorrow morning.

SENATOR CLARK: You heard the motion. All those in favor
say aye, opposed.
